I f the weather man adheres to the 
same schedule throughout the month 
that he has followed the first eight 
days, June 1916 bids fa ir to establish 
a new record for unseasonable cli­ 
matic conditions. 
The weather dur­ 
ing the early summer has been of 
much concern to the farmers of this 
county as the frequent rains have 
made it impossible for them to get 
into some of the fields. 
This is one 
of the busiest seasons of the year on 
the farm and the farmers are anxious 
to get their work started. 
The ther­ 
mometer early today registered fifty- 
three degrees above zero, the second 
time this month that that tempera­ 
ture has been recorded. The highest 
minimum temperature reported was 
sixty-six degrees on the second. 


W hile 
the 
weather 
this 
month 
seems to be ‘very unseasonable,” a 
comparison with the reports for the 
same period last year shows a m ark­ 
ed sim iliarity with the present month 
slightly leading with low tempera­ 
tures. 
The average minimum tem­ 
perature during the first eight days 
this month is 5 6 .5 degrees while the 
average 
low 
temperature 
for 
the 
same period in 1915 was but one 
degree higher. 
During the first eight 
days of June 1915 the lowest mini­ 
mum was fifty-three degrees, record­ 
ed on the first. 
On the tenth the 
mercury in the government thermo­ 
meter dropped to forty-five degrees, 
the lowest during the month. 
How­ 
ever, no frost was reported in June 
1915. The highest reading this month 
was eighty-three degrees on the first. 
On that day there was a range of 
thirty degrees. 


Today has been a typical one of 
the early 
summer, so 
fa r as 
the 
weather is concerned. 
During the 
early hours of the morning the sky 
was cloudless which condition lead 
the farm ers to believe that the rains 
were over. Within a few hours, how­ 
ever, heavy clouds gathered bringing 
a light shower of rain. 
Before noon 
the clouds were breaking ami the 
sun was shining brightly with more 
rain and more sunshine during the 
afternoon. 
The farmers are hopeful that the 
rains are over for a while.

along the rivers and stream are so 
wet that it will be at least a week 
or probably ten days before they 
can get into them to cultivate them

delivered by F. W. Lough of Indiana­ 
polis, former state chairman of the 
Indiana state prohibition committee, 
and was, in part, as follows: 
The question of the liquor traffic, 
like the question of human slavery, 
refuses to yield to any sort of com­ 
promise or mild manner of treatment. 
From the time God imposed the pen­ 
alty of death upon Nadab and Abihu 
for making a farce of the sacrificial 
feast while in a state of intoxication, 
down to the present moment, prohibi­ 
tion has been an unsettled question 
in human affairs. 
In the book of Levi­ 
ticus it is rt corded that God not only 
passed a rigid prohibition law, but 
put to death two sons of Aaron lor 
getting drank-^-a penalty more se­ 
vere than we Prohibitionists would 
recommend, though we are accused 
of being somewhat radical. 
Thus did 
God brand strong drink an unholy 
and an unclean thing, and for four 
thousand years his curse has been 
upon it, for we have seen its blighting 
influence 
upon 
everything 
it 
has 
touched. 


W hat should be done with this un­ 
holy thing is the question that brings 
us together as delegates to this great 
convention, 
representing the 
better 
element of society in this splendid 
state. 


W e are proud to have with us as 
delegates the queens of many Indiana 
homes, representing the womanhood 
of the state, who would vote our ticket 
if they could. 
May the glad day come 
when they will be permitted to do so. 
W e are told that the Prohibition

that it should disband as an organiza­

Paris, June S.— Fort Vaux on the 
right bank of the Meuse, which has 
been the objective of repeated Ger­ 
man attacks of intense violence for 
the past three months, and which has 
been the center of almost continual 
fighting for several days, has been out 
of communication with the rest of 
the French line since early morning 
and the French war office intimates 
the possibility that it has fallen. 
In its communique, the war office 
quotes the German official statement 
that the fort was taken by the Germans 
during the night. 
In reply the war of­ 
fice says that it was still in the hands 
of the French at 3:15 a. m., but that 
since that time communication has 
been cut off as the result of the vio­ 
lent bombardment. 
The last attack to be reported be­ 
fore communication was broken wras 
made at 8 o'clock p. m., the Germans 
falling back. 
The German artillery 
at once resumed the bombardment 
and this was still in progress when 
communication was broken. 
The capture of nearly 43,000 Aus­ 
trian« since the beginning of the new 
offensive 
against 
the 
Austro-Hun­ 
garian lines on 
the 250-mile front 
from the Pripet to the Roumanian 
frontier, was announced by the Rus­ 
sian war office. 
Vienna officially admits that the 
Austrian« on

wrere compelled to yield to the super­ 
ior Russian forces and withdraw their 
lines into the plain of the fortress of 
Luzk. 
This indicates that the Rus­ 
sians have succeeded in driving a

those in charge of them give road 
maintenance close attention. 
The entire distance was covered in 
-plcndid time.

The Lincoln Highways leads 
through Gettysburg and the motor­ 
ists reached that place on Memorial 
Day.

110 persons lost their lives in storms 
which swept over five states. Scores 
o? persons were injured and property 
damage was heavy. 
The toll of the storm was the heav­ 
iest in Arkansas, where several towns 
were almost completely wiped 
out. 
Missouri was second in the list, thirty 
deaths being reported from the dis­ 
trict visited by the storm. 
Scarcely a town in Arkansas es 
raped damage in the twisters, the 
storm being general over the state. 
Only the southwest section of Mis­ 
souri suffered heavily, though heavy 
rainstorms were general in all parts 
of the state. 
The downpour was ac­ 
companied by high winds, but little 
damage was done. 
Other states which suffered were 
Mississippi, Illinois and Tennessee.

Wife of a Well Known Farmer Pass­ 
es Away After a Long Illness With 
a Complication of Diseases. 


Mrs. Elizabeth Richart. aged six­ 
ty-seven years, wife of Louis Ric­ 
hart, a well known farmer east of 
the city, died at 0:55 o’clock this 
morning following a prolonged illness 
with stomach trouble which resulted 
in a complication of diseases. While 
she had been in failing health for 
several years her condition was not 
regarded as critical until the la>t few 
weeks. 
On April 10, this year, Mr. 
and Mrs. Richart celebrated their 
golden wedding anniversary at their 
country home. 
Mrs. Richart was born in Hessen 
county, 
Darmstadt, 
Germany, 
on 
September .17, 1848, making her ex­ 
act 
age 
sixty-seven 
y ea rs, 
eight 
months and twenty-one days. 
She 
was the daughter of Mr, and Mrs* 
Jacob Seiner. 
Her father, who was 
a professor in a college in Germany, 
died when she was eight years of age 
and when she was sixteen years of 
age she came to the United States 
with her mother. 
For several weeks 
Mrs. Seiner and her daughter re­ 
mained in New York, later coming 
to Jennings county. 
They lived in 
a house on the County Line road 
which was about one mile from the 
Richart homestead. 
Her marriage to 
Mr. Richart took place April 10,1860. 
After their marriage Mr. and Mrs. 
Richart went to housekeeping on the 
Richart farm of eighty acres and 
together laid the foundation for the 
comfortable fortune which they ac­ 
cumulated during' the last fifty years. 
Airs. Richart contributed her share 
of the work which was largely di­ 
rected in making the surroundings of 
the home pleasant and comfortable 
for the members of the family. 
She 
came in personal touch with all the 
hardships which were endured by the 
pioneer women of an undeveloped 
settlement and met each obstacle with 
that remarkable determination which 
characterized the people of that time. 
Mrs. Richart with her husband lab­ 
ored to give her children the best that 
the times afforded. 
Mrs. Richart was a quiet, unas­ 
suming woman who lived primarily 
for her family. 
She was an ardent 
member of the Catholic Church and 
for y e a r s was affiliated with the St. 
Ambrose congregation in this city. 
No distance was too far for her to 
travel and no task was too great fw 
her to undertake when she thought 
that she could be of help to some 
neighbor in time of trouble or dis­ 
tress.
